The National Intelligencer, to satisfy doubts 
which have been expressed, as to the opinion of 
Mr. Frelinghuysen, in relation to the anti-slavery 
Movement, presents to its readers several ex- 
tracts from an article published by that gentle- 
man: in the year 1834, over his own name in 
the Literary and Theological Review. The edi- 
tor of the Intelligencer remarks that. it' appears 
tohavé been written in defence of the Coloniza. 
tion’ Society against the hostility of Political 
Abolitionists. This is a great mistake, but 
not at all to be wondered at, when we recol- 
leet what little pains our opponents have taken 
to obtain accurate knowledge in relation to the 
}movements and objects of Anti-slavery men. 
Political Abolitionism had no existence in the 
year 1834, or for several years subsequently. 
‘The Liberty party which the Intelligencer would 
style, though incorrectly, Politieal Abolition- 
ism, first originated in the year 1840, during the 
‘canvase preceding General Harrison’s election. 
In the first extract quoted by the Intelligencer, 
Mr. Frelinghuysen expresses views concerning 
Slavery as a State-institution, independent of the 
power of Congress, which have been incorporat- 
ed into the constitutions of the anti-slavery 
Societies generally. 
The second extract demandsa few comments. 
Mr. F. says— 


“What the political action is which the Con- 
stitution prescribes for the yemoval ‘of slavery, 
we are yet to learn; ‘nor is it easy to imagine a 
federal. principle adequate to that result, and at 
the same time compatible with the sovereignty 
of each State to legislate exclusively on the sub- 
ject, and the disclaimer of any right of Congress, 
under the present national compact, to interfere 
with any of the slave States on this momentous 
subject.” 


It is not necessary to “imagine” any such prin- 
ciple, for the best of all reasons,—the principle 
actually exists. It is—that Slavery being against 
natural right, can exist only by the force of posi- 
tive law; but, the Federal Constitution, the sole 
charter of the powers of the General Govern- 


ment, which can exercise no power not con- 


farrad be that inatrument. has bestowed no now- 
er upon Congress to enact or re-enact such a law, 


and no power upon any other Department of the 
Government to minister in any way to its en- 
forcement. This principle is not only “ecompati- 
ble with the sovereignty of each State,’ but it 
necessarily depends upon the rule of rigid Con- 
stitutional interpretation, adopted by the strait- 
est sect of the State-Rights School. But, if it 
be true, what becomes of Slavery in the District 





of Columbia, in the Territory of Florida, on the 
high seas under the American flag, or in any 
territory annexed tothe Union? Inall these 
cases, there is but one sovereign—the National 
Government, which has no power to enact or eon- 
tinue a lawof Slavery.

The following is the constitution of the 
Society as amended at Albany:~- 


Constitution as amended. 
Whereas, on the fourth day of May, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and forty three, a Convention of 
Baptist ministers and members was held in 
the Tremont Chapel, Boston, in the State of 
Massachusetts, of the United States of North 
America, who adopted and signed the follow- 
ing pledge, to wit: *‘We whose names are 
undersigned, solemnly pledge ourselves to 
God and one another, to unite in the support 
of a Baptist Missionary Society, with aCon- 


tinctly and thoroughly separated from all con- 
nection with the known avails of slavery, in 
thesupport of any of its benevolent purpo- 
ses; andthis Society shall be called, ‘The 
American and Foreign Baptist Missionary 
Society; and we hereby separate ourselves 
now and forever from all connection with 
religious societies that are supported in com- 
mon with slaveholders:” (by religious socie- 
ties being understood those which involve 
church fellowship)—Therefore, under a deep 
sense of our responsibilities to God and our 
obligation to give the gospel in its purity to 
a perishing world; and looking towards 
Heaven for grace to strengthen us in the 
prosecution of this great work, and for suc- 
cess in an enterprise so important to the.des- 
tinies of our fallen race, we, as a society, a- 
dopt the following articles, which, with this 
preamble as part thereof, shall be the Con- 
stitution of this Society. 


I. The object of this Society shall be to
